Americans will do well to meditate profoundly.

The duty a policeman owes 
his city is an undertaking so solemn as to permit 
of no deflection however slight. The duty is to the 
city. Let this be thoroughly understood. It can- 
not be a duty to any given set of private individ- 
uals. It cannot be a divided duty, partly owing 
the city and-partly a lodge or a church or a union 
or a politica} organization or any other faction. 
It is to. the whu.; people of the whole city that the 
policeman owes his whole allegiance. 
‘For policemen to declare themselves obligated to 
the mandates:of any authority separate and dis- 
tinct from the authority of the people is to ignore 
the sovereignty of the people from, which springs 
all authority. Any organization which prestmes 
to interfere between the sovereign people and their 
agents is insolent and intolerable. A policeman’s 
absolute loyalty is implied by the very nature of 
his employment. When he turns disloyal he no 
longer is a policeman in the honest sense of the 
obligation. 

Thus for the policeman. But there is another 
side to this double obligation. It is of the duty of 
the people toward these policemen; a duty which, 
if full and unswerving loyalty is to be demanded, 
must itself be complete and performed without the 
least 

The police Mnust be loyal. So must the 
The police must protect the people. So must the 
people protect the police. The police must guard | 
the integrity of the city. The city must guarantee 
the integrity of the police force. A policeman must

FIGHTING TAPEWORMS. 
SHOULD like to see an article on 
tapeworm. Will you kindly give 
all information possible on cause, 
length of life, and treatment? 
“My boy, 7 years old, has been an 

asthma sufferer (no other case in the 

history of our family) since he was 3 

years of age. The last four months his 

attacks have been much less frequent; 
and last week he showed signs of tape- 
worm—he passed about one yard. 

“Could a tapeworm be the cause of 
the asthma, and is this condition likely 
to pass now?" E. L. writes.

I have not found reference in the lit- 
erature of tapeworm as a cause of 
asthma, but there is no reason it should 
not’ be. One of the most important 
factors in asthma is hypersusceptibility 


by tapeworme.. 

The tapeworm is a possible, but not 
probable, cause of asthma. If the head 
of this worm passed there is no more 
than an even chance that the asthma 
symptoms will get better. A young child 
with an asthmatic hist6ry of only four 
‘years’ standing is not likely to have had 
‘chronic changes brought about in his 
lungs, changes that tend to persist.

These segments are capable of absorbing 
food and digesting it, of secreting and of 
maturing and ‘laying eggs.™ The seg- 
ments are capable of living a short 
while after breaking away from the 
worm. The practical pointito that is 
this, unless the head comes away or 
dies, the segments continue to form, and 
eggs continue to pass. 

There are several varieties of tape- 
worm, some obtained from fish, some

At 
least, some of these varieties secrete 
chemical substances which absorb into 
the blood and poison somewhat the host. 
There is no reliable symptom of tape- 
worm, except the presence of segments 
and eggs in the stools. Andres says:

If the parties resided in Ilinois the 
Illinois law would probably govern 80 far} 
as the legality of the marriage is con- 
cerned, and it being void in the state of 
Illinois it would not be regarded as a legal 
marriage for the purpose of making her a 
beneficiary within the permitted class of 
deneficiaries mentioned in the war risk in- 
surance act. In this case the insurance 
would go to the soldier’s heirs at law.

I have in mind such commodities as 
cornmeal, oatfneal, etc., principally in 
demand during the winter months, and 
if held too long is in danger of be- 
coming weevil infested, and thereby 
spoiled for human consumption. Bacon 
cured and smoked a year ago is hardly 
inviting to a consuming public accus- 
tomed to the best quality. — 

Charges Bungling.

basis of approximately $4.50 a case. 


This lot has recently been sold at 
$10.80 a case. Similarly a lot of 3,000,- 
000 pounds of prunes was recently sold 
by the governiment at 22 cents a pound. 
These prunes the govermment took 
over on a 9% cent, basis.” |

Robertson Starts Inquiry 


Sixteen young women employés of 
the Wahi company, 1800 Roscoe street, 
manufacturers of adding machines, be- 
Came suddenly ill at their work yés- 
terday afternoon after they had eaten 
candy distributed under a lottery sys- 
tem by one of their number. 

Health Commissioner John Dill Rob- 
ertson ordered an immediate investi- 
gation. According to his investigators, 
who procured samples of the candy, 
the poison symptoms were strikingly 
similar-to those shown by persons 
who became ill recently after drinking 
arsenic tainted coffee in Hardy’s res- 
taurant, 9 South Wells street. 

With one exception all the girls re- 
covered within an hour and had re 
turned to their work when Dr. Rob- 
ertson's men arrived. Marie Nelson, 19 
years old, became so fll a physician 
was called. After hot milk had been 
administered she was taken to her 
home at 1438 Belmont avenue in aad 
automobile, 

James P. Kilcourse, head of the city 
food inspection bureau, who is making 
the investigation for the health com- 
missioner, said the candy will be an- 
alyzed today in the health department 
laboratories 


“T am at a loss to assign a cause 
for the illnesses,” said Mr. Kilcourse. 
“The symptoms were similar to those 
in the Hardy restaurant case, but as 
yet we have no reason to believe there 
was arsenic or any other poison in the 
candy.” | 

Oandy Brought by Girt. 

The candy was brought to the Wahl 
plant by Rose Pelki, 1715 North Wood 
street, one of the employés. For sever: 
al days she had been selling “ chances” 
to girl friends. 

At noon yesterday all the chances 
had been sold and she took the $16.65 
she had reeeived to the offices of the 
Gordon-Lewis company, 1312 Masonic 
Temple, which is said to dispose of 
about’a ton and a half of candy a day 
under the lottery system. - The girl 
was given forty-five packages in pound 
and half pound boxes. . 

These she took to the plant and dis- 
tributed among the girls. By.3 o'clock 
sixteen were under the nurse’s care. 

Investigation by Mr. Kilcourse 
showed the candy had been made by 
the United Allegretti Company, Inc., 
660 West Grand avenue, 

“TI can’t account for the illnesses,”

“The candy was made a month or 
six weeks ago, during a hot spell, but 
this is the first complaint we have 
had.”
